•peclal interest to the politicians at 
the capital was the announcement by 
Theodore Burton, the

land. Here and throughout the state 
generally, Mr. Burton's action had 
not been anticipated; hence the news 
of his determination to make the race 
came as a surprise to the political 
leaders as well as to the rank and file. 
Wise ones of all shades of political be- 
lief declared that the selection of Mr. 
Burton would be the strongest pos- 
sible nomination the Cleveland Repub- 
licans could make. In announcing that 
he would accept the nomination Mr. 
Burton stated that President Roose- 
velt and Secretary Taft had influenced 
him in arriving at his decision. 


Following Mr. Burton's announce- 


ment speculation has been rife among 
the politicians here. They hold that 
should Burton win, it would make 
him a United States senator either in 
1909 or 1911. 
They said that one 


obstacle in Burton's path to the senate 
was the fact that the once Republican 
city of Cleveland was now Democratic.

Rural mail carriers of Ohio held a 


successful reunion here during the 
week. Carriers to the number of sev- 
eral hundred, with members of their 
families and their friends, attended 
the meetings, which were held in the 
administration building at the state 
fair grounds. A feature of the reunion 
was the address of Governor Harris, 
who referred to the uiany improve- 
ments and changes m recent years, 
and adding that Ohio had kept apace 
with the great era of prosperity to an 
extent unsurpassed by any other state. 
Ohio was one of the first to agitat/ 
the plan for rural delivery, and one 
of the first to have rurai routes in 
daily operation. And its first superin- 
tendent was an Ohio man. It is said 
that there is not now a state in the 
Union in which there is not a Buckeye 
on some of its routes as a carrier. 


Rural free delivery, in the opinion 


of the governor, has furthered the 
cause of good roads. It is realized that 
there can be no such delivery along 
routes -where the roads are impass- 
able during any portion of the year, 
and the system can be extended only 
where the roads will permit of such 
service. The system of rural free de- 
livery promises to do more in this re- 
spect than it-has been able as yet to 
do. In Ohio the last session of the 
legislature saw more done for good 
roads than was ever done before.

"The body of a well dressed man 


apparently 50 years old and weighing 
more than 200 pounds, was found 
floating in Lake Michigan at Van 
Buren street today. The clothing and 
the fact that $56 and a gold watch 
were found on it, leads the police to 
believe that the man was in well-to- 
do circumstances. 
A 
handkerchief 


found bore the initial "S" engraved 
with silk thread, but nothing else 
which would tend to establish identi- 
ty was discovered. 


"Detectives of the Harrison street 


police station were detailed to inves- 
tigate. It is not known whether death 
was accidental or otherwise. The po- 
lice description of the body is as fol- 
lows: 


"About 50 years old, 5 feet 8 inches 


weighed between 200 and 300 pounds, 
well dressed; wore a black sack coat 
with trousers and vest to match, tan 
shirt, long black bow tie, black shoes 
and socks; high forehead, full face, 
short nose, good teeth, light complex- 
ion, brown eyes, hair and blonde mus- 
tache." 


Mrs. Smith, when shown the clip- 


ping giving a description of the body, 
at once expressed the opinion that it 
was not that of her husband, and the 
mystery of the disappearance of P. B. 
Smith still remains unsolved.
